The number of violent deaths 
during the Memorial Day holiday in- 
creased toward the 500 mark today. 

As the four-day period ended, 432 
fatalities from automobile accidents, 
fires, plane crashes, drownings and 
shootings already had been report- 
ed. Reports from rural] sections were 
adding to the total hourly. 
The heaviest loss of life was on 
Motor vehicle acci- 


drowned and 129 others died from 
miscellaneous causes.

SAN FRANCISCO, (lP) — Critics 
| who claim that the WPA is wasting 
ES money in high salaries, 


were refuted today by William R. 
Lawson, Northern California admin- 
istrator, with figures which showed 
that the average yearly income of 
all administrative employes is $290 
a year less than the salaries of all 
other federal employes. 


Lawson said a survey of 30,000 
persons employed by the WPA 
showed that only 22 per cent re- 
ceive $2,000 or more annually, 
whereas 42 per cent of all other 
federal emloyees are in this cate- 
gory. The average is $1,581, he said, 
against an all-federal average of 
$1,871.
